A number of 
houses are under waterin the vicinity, most of 
whose occupants have again been compelled to 
seek refuge in the upper portions of their dweli- 
ings. The steamer Cheyenne arrived this 
morning from Emerson and 8t. Vincent, having 
made the trip in eleven hours. She had eighty- 
tive passenaers and a little freight, it being diffi- 
eult to obtain access to the warehouses, which 
were threatened with high water. A number of 
rarm- houses and warebouses stored with grain 
on the river banks are flooded.

The candidate for the 
Presidency in 1880 repudiated the tariff plank 
of his party, and said tie tariff was a local 
issue. Burrows read Hancock’s letter and 
the various resolutions of the Deinocratic 
party concerning the tariff from 1856 to 
1880 with telling effect, and excited 
roars of laughter on both sides by 
ringing the changes on the unalter- 
able principles of the party” cited. in 
1856 and 1860 Blackburn, in reply, made 
the only able argument from the free-trade 
point of view that has been heard since Car- 
lise opened the debate. Blackbum made it 
clear that the burden of protec fell on 
the farmers, and that the benefits of it ac- 
crued to the mahufacturers in New England 
and the Middie States. Eighty-six per cent 
of our exports are products of the soil, and 
less than one-half of 1 per cent are manu- 
faetured articles. H the argument advanced 
by Russell. the wood-pulp member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, were true, that 
the effec of protection must be to excite 
com petition and reduce the cost of manufact- 
ured articles, what becomes of the plea that the 
laboring classes are benefited by protection? 
The reduction of price must be followed by 
a reduction of wages, for manufacturers are 
not accustomed to pay losses of this kind out 
of their own pockets. To the extent that 
@rices are reduced by competition, the work- 
men engaged in the. production of protected 
articles suffer a loss of wages, and so are de- 
prived of the benefits of the system. But 
whether prices rise or fall, the unprotected 
classes, constituting 90 per cent of the whole 
population, will be taxed to pay for the pro- 
tection enjoyed by the other 10 per cent. 
Blackburn referred to the statistics to show 
how the tariff has operated since 1800 to 
5 wealth from the agricultural to the 
mafrufecturing States, and he ventured the 
prediction that the new census would show 
two-thirds of the whole personal property of 
the country to be held in New England and 
the Middle States, whereas in 1860 little 
more than one-thitd was held in those States.

GLADSTONE’S NEW DEPARTURE. 

The Irish question in Parliament has as- 
sumed a*new phase, or in reality several new 
phases. Gladstone has made an entire 
change of front. Coercion is abandoned. 
Forster, the Chief Secretary of Ireland, has 
resigned, as was to have been expected, 
when his poliey of coercion was given up. 
Bart Cowper, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, 
has been temporarily succeeded by Karl 
Spencer, it being probable that the place 
ultima will be filled by Lord Dufferin, 
the et-Governor-General of Canada. Par- 
nell, Dillon, and O' Kelly, the Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament and leaders of the Land 
League, have been released from imprison- 
ment, as well as all the other prisoners ex- 
cept those who are concerned in persona! out- 


rages. 

This is as radical a change of policy as 
could well be made, but the change was a 
necessary one, and was forced ypon Glad- 
stone. Coercion has been tried, and fairly 
tried, but im a large measure it has failed. 
What is left but to try conciliation? Coer- 
cion, however, has had some advantages. It 
has not been possible to collect the rents 
under it, but the Land bill has been pre- 
served. The object of the Land League was 
to prevent the bill from going into effect, 
except in some particular low-rent cases, and 
by eoercion Gladstone thwarted this pur- 
pose. It may not be that Gladstone expected 
the rents eould be collected, but he wanted 
the law to have a fair trial, the courts to be 
éstablished, the cases to be brought before 
them and adjudicated upon without inter- 
terence by the Land League. Parnell and 
Dillon were determined it should not have a 
fair trial, and their resistance was made 80 
openly that they were imprisoned so that 
they could not throw any obstacles in the 
way of its operation. Therefore they issued 
their “ no-rent”’ manifesto, and as the other 
prominent leaders of the league sustaiped 
the manifesto they too were jailed. The bill 
has been in-operation since last November, 
and during the time that has elapsed there 
have been 15,000 cases, including compro- 
mises, introduced, and some of them acted 
upon with a moderate degree of success. 
The strongest objection to the bill has been 
the slowness. of its operation. Landlords 
have had it in their power ta make the costs 
to tenants so expensive by appeals that they 
have been afraid to come forward. But not- 
Withstanding all this tne bill has successfully 
passed that point where there is any danger 
that it can be strangled by the Land League, 

The vill unquestionably has its weaknesses 
and defeets, and Gladstone is anxious to re- 
move them. One of these is the inability of 
tenants who are behind in their rents owing 
to the three years’ famine to obtain any 
benefits from the bill. They cannot have 
their rents reduced until they have settled 
their arrears, and they cannot do that, and 
the landlords will not compromise with them, 
for that would at once extend to them the 
benefit of the bill. Again, the purchase 
clauses of the bill have not worked as it was 
hoped they would and as Gladstone ex- 
pected. The tenatits either have not had 
the money with which to purchase or some 
other obstacle has stood in the way. 

The Tories have charged that coercion is 
a failure, and yet they are the very ones who 
urged it and cdmplained that without it 
landiords would have no rights in Ireland. 
The moment that they thougtit Gladstone 
had failed they rushed in with a proposition 
for the extension of the purchase clauses of 


the Land act, hoping thereby to secure the 


whole Irish vote. Gladstone has foiled this 
scheme by having the courage to reverse his 
policy and to go further than the Tories can 
go. The Smith resolution, whenever it 
comes up, is stripped of all its vitality.

that he is going to make one last trial to put 
the Land bill, after amending and strengthen- 
ing it, into successful operation. In this 
work he is to have the assistance of the 
Land-Leaguers themselves and officials who 
are personally popular in Ireland. If they 
fall the case will indeed look hopeless.

ANOTHER WHISKY sCANDAL. 

The Washington rumors in regard to black- 
mail, bribery, and corruption in connection 
with the whisky-in-bond bill might have 
been expected. Messrs. Atherton and Car- 
lisle, members of the House, are responsible 
for the statement that friends of the bili had 
been approached by lobbyists and “fnfluen- 
tial correspondents,” demanding pay for the 
delivery of votes and, the suppression of 
threatened opposition. If these gentlemen 
had further stated that money had been ein- 
ployed corruptly in order te further the in- 
terest of the bill they would probably give 
expression to what is generally understood 
in Washington. Messrs. Atherton and Car- 
lisle are represented as being in favor of ex- 
posing the blackmailers, but as yielding to 
the persuasion of other friends of the meas- 
ure on the ground that it would drag in per- 
sons Of lufluence inside and outside of Con- 
gtess and injure the prospects of the Dill. 
Did it ever occur to these gentlemen that a 
conceaiment of eorrupt transactions holds 
about thd same relation to the offense that re- 
ctiving stolen goods holds to the act of steal- 
ing? The bill in question ought to be dam- 
aged more by a suppression of the alleged 
corruption than by a frank exposure of the 
facts, though ineither event it ought net to 
be passed. 

It was very clear when the Distillers’ Con- 
vention Was held in this city some months 
ago, and it was determined that a lobby 
should be set up in Washington to obtain 
from Cougress certain valuable concessions 
to the whisky interests, that bribery and cor- 
rupt influences would play an important part 
in securing thé unreasonable fayors which 
were to be asked. To begin with, the dis- 
tillers asked that the tax on whisky shoula 
be reduced from 9 cents to 50. cents per 
gallon, thereby sacrificing from $25,000,000 
to $30,000,000 of annual revenue for the 
benefit of the whisky manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers. Failing in that prepos- 
terous proposition, they procured the report 
ofa bill which extends indefinikly the term 
in whieh whisky can be kept in the bonded 
warehouse without payment of the tax, re- 
duces the bonds to an inadequate figure, 
provides for the renéwal of the bond from 
year to year, and thus affords the owners an 
opportunity to throw the cheap whisky on 
the hands of the Government and buy it up 
at publie sale for less than the tax whenever 
a ring may be formed for that purpose. In 
other words, the whisky men in the first in- 
stance asked that the Government should 
donate $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 a year to 
thew, or, in default of this gratuity, should 
enable them to swindle the Government out 
of the tax without being subjected to prose- 
cution and punishment for doingso. Their 
schemé will as surely lead to the plundering 
of the Government as did the gigantic’ com- 
bination a few years ago, with the difference 
that members of the old ring were liable to 
héavy fines and imprisonment, whereas, 
under the terms of the proposed bill, a com- 
bination for defrauding the Government out 
of a large part of the (by permitting 
bonds to lapse and forcing the Government 
to throw large quantities of whisky upon the 
market at one time) would not render them- 
selves liable to criminal prosecution. 

Whepever the whisky league presents it- 


self before Congress with such unreasonable 


demands as we have described, and especial- 
ly when their dematids are backed up by a 
lobby, it follows as a matter of course that 
there will be bribery and corruption, or at 
least attempts thereat. The whisky inter- 
ests cannot secure an abatement of 
taxation amountithg to many millions a year, 
nor the privilege of cheating the Government 
düt of as much, without buying and paying 
for the concessions, The whisky men are 
not regarded by the country at large as en- 
titled to any great privileges and immunities, 
and there Is no pressure of popular senti- 
ment to induee Conzress to extend éxcep- 
tional favers to them. On the contrary, the 
passage of the pending bill, when its effect 
should become understood by the public, 
would bring severe condemnation upon the 
Congressmen who supported and voted for 
it; and it is safe to say that members of Con- 
gress are not prepared to run against the 
popular sentiment just before a Congres- 
sional election without some compensation. 
The history of the whisky ring of 187478 
has demonstrated that the great major- 
ity of those engaged in the business are 
utterly unscrupulous in their methods, and 
would be éasily * blackmailed” by anybody 
who could furnish votes or influence in favor 
of the outrageous bill they are now urging 
upon Congress. It1s to be hoped the whole 
affair is to be laid open; it will be the quick- 
est and surest Way to drive the whisky lobby 


out of Washington.

Ir there is any foundation for the rumors 
in Washington that PréStdent Arthur will 
veto the revised Chinese Restriction bill,

It is probable 
that they emanate from the opponents of the 
bill, who are whistling te keep up their cour- 
age: It would be a paipable perversion of 
the veto power to disapprove the new Dill 
under the circumstances attending its pas- 
sage. The original was passed by two-thirds 
ot both Houses of Congress, and the present 
measure has been. prepared expressly to 
femove the Objéctions of any weight 
which were. urged to the .first bill in the 
veto message. When Mr. Arthur based 
his veto upon certain objections, the removal 
of those objections virtually committed him 
to un approval of the revised Dill. A veto 
uhder these conditions would be virtually a 
preach of faith on the partof the Adminis- 
tration. All the concessions are made in the 
present bill which ought to be made, and the 
President cannot set up his individual opin- 
ion against the persistent and overwhelming 
vote of Congress in a case where no consti- 
tutional principle is involved without violat- 
ing the aim and spirit of the Executive fune- 
tion. Mr. Arthur is not so strongly in- 
trenchéd in the confidence of the country 
that he can afford to urge his individual

WINDING UP 2 BANK. 

The sale of 3 building 
in Washington for $260,000 will enabie the 
Controller of the Currency to declare a 
fourth dividend to depositors of 15 per cent. 
The first dlyidend of. 20 per cent was made 
Nov. 1, 1875, thesecond dividend of 1 
March 20, 1878, and the third dividend of 10 per 
cent Sept. 1, Thefourth dividend of 15 
per cent will B the total disbursements 
up tg 55 per centef the indebtedness. A fifth 
and final dividend of 5 per cent will be made 
next year, and then the affairs of the bank 
will be permanently closed up, Creditors 
will realize, on the average. O per cent on 
the face value of their claims. 

A curious and unexpected source of gain 
for the large depositors in the settlement of 
the property has arisen from abandoned 
claims for small amounts. Seventy-seven 
thousand dividends, amounting to $112,000, 
have never been called for. The individual 
accounts represented in this total ranged from 
$8 to $10, and the average dividends aban- 
doned were from 80 cents to $1.20, About 
$70,000 of the unpaid claims, all that arose 
under the first and second dividends, are now 
barred by law, and the remainder of the 
third dividend. will be covered inte the gen- 
eral account Sept. I. 

When dividends ate declared the books 
are sont in to the Treasury in large bundles, 
and it is surmised that the accounts have 
been bought up by speculators. The drafts, 
however, are made out in the names of indi- 
vidual depositors, and it is impossible to de- 
termine what proportion of the funds are 
recovére® by the original depositors. The 
expenses of all kinds incurred in the wind- 
ing up of the affairs of the bank from July 
13, 18%4, to Dec. 1, 1881; were about $475,000, 


The dividends paid have amounted to 


$1,073,000. The expenses have been, there- 
fore, about ofte-third of the collections, The 
total liabilities were $2,900,000. 

For several years the stalwart Creswell 
and Robert Purvis drew $3,000 each as 
Freedman Bank Commissioners, and, it is 
alleged, paid the third Commissioner, Lei- 
pold, $500 each in addition to his salary to 
discharge theirduties. The annual expenses 
of the board engaged in winding up the af- 
fairs of the bank were for years in excess of 
$30,000, and the attorney fees were about as 
much more. Enoch Totten, present couusel 
for the Stalwart star-route ring, drew $20,000 
or more out of the assets of the broken bank. 
The funds of the poor freedmen were pil- 
laged on all sides, both before and after they 
passed into the hands of the Commissioners 
for liquidation. 

The affairs of the bank were put in the 
keeping of Mr. John Jay Knox, the Con- 
troller of the Currency, under the act of 
Feb. 21, 1881, and they have ever since been 
honestly administered. Mr. Knox receives a 
salary of but $1,000 per annum for his serv- 
ices, and Leipold, the agent, formerly the 
working member of the commission, is paid 
$2,500. These, with one clerk at $600 a year 
and one bookkeeper who gives part of his 
time for $300 per annum, constitute the 
whole foree of the Freedman’s Bank in 
Washington. 

The slimy trail of the Washington ring may 
be traced all through the records of the 
Freedman’s Bank. The Seneca Sandstone 
Company, in which Shepherd and a number 
of influential local politicians-had stock, was 
indebted to the bank in more than $50,000, 
Its indebtedness. was transferred to Hallett 
Kilbourne and others, who gave as security 
their personal notes, . Kilbourne obtained 
various other sums ranging from. $3,000 to 
$10,000 of the bank, which were never paid. 
He is at this time supposed to be beyond the 
reach of a process of court, having little 
property in his own name It will 
be interesting to Know how much of 
the verdict @btained by him from 
the Government through his suit against 
John G. Thompson will find its way to the 
defrauded freedmen of the South. ‘The first 
and main cause of the failure of the Freed- 
man’s Bank was the investment of its funds 
in wildcat Washington real estate. How far 
Kilbourne was interested in these trans- 
actions may be never known, but as he was 
a real-estate operator and the agent of the 
ring he must have been aware of them. 
The Washington ring is directly respousible 
for the robbery of the credulous freedmen 
of the South through @his swindling bank, 
yet the Stalwarts who defended that ring 
and participated in the spoils have pretended, 
and still do pretend, to be the truest friends 
of the colored people, 


WHO PAYS THE 100 PER CENT FPROTEC- 
TION ON STEEL RAILS? 

The Davenport (18.) Gazette thinks that 
consumers have some right to protection as 
well as producers—that is, they have as much 
right to buy commodities cheap as the pro- 
ducers have to sell them dear. Furthermore, 
as the non-tariff protected classes cunstitute 
nine-tenths of the American people, the Ga- 
dette is of opinion their interest§ should be 
taken into consideration as well as the tariif- 
protected one-tenth of the population, who 
for twenty years past have had commodities 
made artificially dear by act of Congress in 
order to enable this one-tenth to plunder the 
other nine-tenths by forcing abnormally 
dear goods upon them. In reply to one of 
the organs of artificial dearness the Gazette 
remarks:

The Canada gre niger ye on, is getting its 
steel rails laid do at the head of Lake 
Superior for about the same e per ton as 
the “protection” given the erican rail- 
mill combination; and the steel for the Mex- 
ican roads is only costing the builders a little 
over 890 a ton delivered at the Mexican 
ports, or half as much as the adjoining Texas 
roads have to pay for the steel used by them. 

When the $28 pet ton of duty on steel rails 
was enacted, before the Bessemer process 


selling at Liverpool for $112 per ton. The 
tariff of $28 per ton was intended to be about 
W per cent on the foreign value of the steel 
rails, which amount of protection was 
deemed to be sufficient. The price of rail- 
road steel began to ‘decline as fast as this 
cheap process was applied to making

pay. If the duty had been made ad valorem 
instead of specific the tax on steel rails 
would be 26 per cent on their foreign market 
value, or about $7 per ton, which, with $4 or 
$5 for transportation, would furnish $12 per 
ton, which would be ample protection. This 
would bring down the price of steel rails in 
this country under $40 per ton, at which 
price they can be made at good wages to the 
workmen and fair profit to the steel syndi- 
cate. But under the specific system of duty 
the lower the cost of making rails the higher 
the protection to the monopolists who con- 
trol the English patents. The steel-rall com-

DECLINE OF BRITISH AGRICULTURE. 

In the London Times of the 19th of April 
is an article giving in great detail the statis- 
tics of the agricultural decline of the United 
Kingdom during the last thirteen years. The 
decline is illustrated by the falling off of the 
live stock, notwithstanding the immense in- 
crease of land devoted to pasturage, 

Compared with 1868, the census of 1881 
shows that the loss of sheep during the thir- 
teen years has beef striking. Not a county 
in England fails to show a loss in the num- 
ber of sheep, During the thirteen years the 
loss & sheep has been 5,548,000; in Wales, 
201,000; Scotland, 381,000: Ireland, 1.64. 
000; total for the United Kingdom, 7,712,000. 
This loss has not been in any one locality or 
season; it has been general and continuous, 
going on year after year, showing a perma- 
nent deeline resulting from the unprofitable- 
ness of the sheep growth. 

There has been in some parts of the King- 
dom an increase in the number of cattle, 
and the increase stands good as a whole. 
But taking sheep and bullocks together, as 
constituting the live stock, the loss has been 
a Kreat one. By way of comparison, the 
Témes reduces them to one term as all sheep 
by taking each head of cattle as équivalent 
to six sheep. The loss in the number of cat- 
tle and sheep, reckoning each head of cattle 
as six sheep, is equal at the end of thirteen 
years to 3,268,000 sheep in England. The 
money value per sheep is pat at $12.50, and 
the loss of money in England is about $41,- 
000,000, That is the amount of farmers’ cap- 
ital invested in sheep and cattle alone which 
has been obliterated in England during the 
thirteen years. In Ireland and Wales there 
has been a slight increase, but Scotland 
shows a decrease, and the Timessays: “This 
is, Indeed, a sorry position at the close of 
thirteen years of agricultural toll and ex- 
penditure and application of improved 
methods in every process of husbandry, 
which should have greatly augmented the 
head of live stock as the: most important 
portion of the visible wealth of the farmer.“ 

This loss of so great a portion of the farm- 
ers’ capital anvested in live steck is made 
more striking because the decrease has taken 
place on a larger area of cultivated land, on 
a larger area of land devoted to pasturage, 
and on à greater number of acres devoted to 
the keeping of a smaller number of animais. 
In 1881 the inereage in the number of acres 
under permanent pasture, clover grasses, 
green crops, and root crops (not including 
potatoes) is 3,377,000. The Times says that 
the bulk of the grass and feeding are 
realized in the form of animal produce, and 
their value is roughly measured by the num- 
ber of animals which they feed. According 
to this, instead of the greater acreage of 1881 
showing an accession of wealth it merely 
represents so much extra expenditure in all 
the costs of cultivation, and this to feed, not 
the same, but a reduced head of live stock. 
It requires, therefore, an fntreased area of 
3,377,000 acres of pasture to feed the equiva- 
lent of 3,268,000 less sheep, 

While this extension of area for the main- 
tenance of more caftle and sheep has been 
going on, and the animals simultaneously 
falling off in number, the farmers have been 
abandoning 4 large breadth of their area for 
corn. As compared with 1868, England has 
in the thirteen years given up 539,000 acres 
ef grain crops, Wales 68. % and Ireland 
416,000 acres. While England has $40,000,000 
less farmers’ capital in live stock, it has a 
further $20,000,000 less fh grain crops, and 
this irrespective of the falling off in yield. 

The decline in live stock, reckoned as 
sheep, upon each hundred acres of grass, 
root, and feed creps in England is equiva- 
lent to an average of sixty-one sheep, hav- 
ing a money value of $762, Commenting on 
this point, the London paper adds:

Great Britain and Ireland was 8,029,000, 
while the ine in the number of cows 
and heifers in milk or in calf was in the 
whole Kingdom only 9,000. Each calf is 
reckoned as the equivalent of six lambs, so 
the increase in the stock of cattle falis far 
short of the loss in sheep. Summing up the 
results of this elaborate comparison of sta- 
tistics of agricultural decline in the King- 
dom, and especiatiy in England, the Times 
says: 


We present the above statements illustrat 
decline. in ‘wealth and produc: 


From this review it will be seen that the 
agricultural decline in Great Britain has not 
been due to the mere failure or partial fail- 
ure of crops in any one year, but to a grad- 
ual and continuous shrinkage of the means 
and capital of the farmers. No class of men 
are better aware that the cultivation of grain 
is not profitable, aud that ve stock alone 
‘promises atiy nanent gain to the agri- 
culturist; these statisties show how. they 
have struggled to take advantage of this

A New Scheme for Elevating Grain Out 
of Vessele. 

The new portable tower which was built in 

connection with an Brie elevator last year has

success. It will make a decided revolution ia

This is the 
first tower of the klad ever constructed, and ite 
success or failure is being anxiously awaited by 
all lake men. The portable tower is an exact 
duplicate in every respect of the stationary or 
regular elevator tower, excepting that it is built 
entirely separate from the elevator, and 80

The elevating ca- 
pacity of the Erie elevator to which the new ma- 
chine has been attached is about 6.000 bushels 
per hour, and the cargves of both the propeller 
Clarion and the schooner Annie Sherwood were 
elevated at the rate of 10,000 bushels per hour, 
both legs being used, in spite of the fact that 
one or two stops were necessary to fix a portion 
of the apparatus that were not correctiy ar- 
ragged at first.

A RELIC OF JESSE JAMES. 

Mr. John Pearson, a member of the commi*tee 
of the Common Councilof Indianapolis, sow 
visiting this city, has a valuable relic of one of 
the numerous robberies committed by the dead 
bandit, Jesse James, being the gold watch and 
chain taken from ex-Gov. J. A. Burbank by the 
noted highwayman during the raid on a stage 
near Hot Springs, Ark., in 1874. 

After the death of James Gov. Burbank went 
to St. Joseph, and succeeded in recovering the 
watch and chain which had been woffa by the 
outlaw ever since he had relieved the owner of 
it, identifying the property by the monogram J. 
A. B., which was engraved on the watch-case. 
He was, however, obliged to give bonds to the 
Marshal of St. Joseph for the property, as Mrs. 
Samuels, the mother of Jesse, threatens to 
bring suit for the recovery of bis effects. The 
watch is of the celebra Jacot’s make. and the 
chain is a massive gold neck-chain, the two hav- 
ing cost Gov. Burbank $1,000. A diamond pin 
valued at $300 was taken from Gov. Burbank at 
the same time that the watch was, but this he 
failed to recover. Mr. Pearson has a letter 
from Gov. Burbank authorizing him to enter 
into negotiauons for the disposal of the watch 
and chain, by raffle or otherwise. He also has 
the affidavit setting forth that the timepiece 
was taken from the body of Jesse James. 

A CASE OF ALLEGED ADULTERY.

an American Know-Nothing 
Says of the Irish in America. 
AMERICAN EXCHAN an, Lonpon, April 11.—To 
the Editor of the London Standard: I hope there 
is some degree of affectation in the current ex- 
pressions regarding the American Government's 
course in the matter of certain ‘persons under 
lock and key in Ireland. To suppose for a mo- 
ment that the genuine Amerivan people sympa- 
tate with the incubation of homicide, treason, 
or any of the kindred pastimes of these persons, 
isto do a great injustice to my countrymen. 
That is why 1 hope the conciusion— 
which seems rather broadeast here—that 
any part of the proceedings of the past few days 
Hud favor with real Americans is an affectation. 
It is at all events erroneous. To imagine that 
the American people do not fully understand 
what is boped by those who are leading the Irish 
movement at the present time is to presuppose 
a condigon of mental density which does not 
exist outside an asylum for incurable idiots. 
Whatever may be said of Americans, as a rule 
they are not, blockheads. And they quite see 
through the thiniy-disguised designs of the men 
who mapped out the scheme by- which they 
hoped to involve Engiand and America in a 
quarrel that might prove disastrous to every- 
body but themseives. 
le America we have a way of letting people 
do as they like uptoacertain point. We endure 
until the limit of our forbearance is reached, 
and then westrike hard. Just now we are en- 
during the lrish. For several years they dave 
been telling us that they won our late fratracidal 
difficulty for us; that they redeemed us from 
various vices; that their people are highest in 
our Offices: that they are the mainstay of our 
country: and generality convey the im- 
pression that, but for them, it would have been 
money in our pockets if we had never been born. 
Some of them did ght for the North, but the 
bulk of the Irish were Coppe rbeads, and sympa- 
thized with the slavehoiding Rebels. We had 
more money than our unfortunate friends 
below, and we were able to pay our sol- 
ra. They fought,and they bied, and they 
at the same price that other men wunder- 
went those littie matters of routine. It was 
very nobie of them, and we have not forgotten 
it. We never shall, s long as our nsion-list 
exists—for while it "does exist it will be filled 
with the “his X marks” of the O's and the Mac's 
who shovldered args for the nagurs,” and 
have bated them ever since.

If they think they 
are underpaid they want to maim or murder 
anybody else who is willing to wurk for what 
they refuse. We do not sympathize with all 
this. We let these people put us in the false 
position of countenancing the assistance of for- 
eign treasou only so long as it combines pieas- 
ure to them with pain to no one else. e are 
willing to suffer some inconvenience to 
ourseives, because there are. certain prin- 
cipies of freedom with us upon which we 
wish no Unnecessary shadow to fall. We do 
notexpress our annoyance or chagrin concerning 
the Irish While they uvoid placing usin a posi- 
ton equally ridiculous and contemptibie.

ELECTRIC-LIGHT POLE NUISANCE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

OHICAGO, May 3.—Itis to be hoped that Mayor 
Harrison will iuterpose his veto to the passage 
of the recent Electric-Light Pole Plant ordin- 
nance. He has only to refer to his veto of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph-Pole Line ordinance 
for an abundance of good reasons for such a 
course. The Mayor’s veto in the Mutual Union 
case was very generally gommended at the time 
and wae sustained in the Council by a vote of 22 
to 14. Phe subsequent ordinance of that com- 
pany which passed the Council could not have 
been carried if the Mayor had again interposed 
his righteous veto.
